My letter to Me. Underwood was writton
under the followlug circuomstances, vie : On
the ¢onsolidation of the Omaha and Donver
witer works tnst April six directors repre-
soncing Oumaba aud six representing Donver
wore elected, and W, A, Underwood was
REreed upon a8 the thivteentl, 1 was of the
Omaba party, Whon troubla commoencoed |
wanted to get out, as I hat oulv o small in-
terest, and did not eare, under the clreum
stances, Lo inereaso iy, as 1 bad before lu-
tended,

Me, Underwood resignod and his resignn-
tlon was aceepted, leaving twelvo directors,
netther Omaha nor Denvor having o mojority,

s

The Deuver party attempted to re-eleet
Me., Underwood neainst tho  wishes of
Mr. Venner and Mr.  Vialle of the

Owaba party. A quartel ensucd and o stieug-
elo for the control of the directory begun,
Had I resigned unconditionally and refused
to act it would have been unfair ana anjnst
to my associntes. I reguested  Mre, Under-
woik, who wins working with the Denver
party, to nrrange to have my resigonation ne-
vepted and permit. Me. Venuer to name my
successor, which woulld have loft mattors in
the sumae position and reflioved me.

By stating that [ should net the dimmy in
tho intersst of Messrs, Venner & Co, 1
mennt only so far ns the personal intorests of
tho two factions conflicted, the question of
the conduct of the affairs of tho company or
of its poliey not being then under considora
tion, but simply the guestion of control, Mr,
Underwood woll knows that I did not moean
that [ would favor the interests of Venoer &
Co, aguinst the waler works company if
they should confliet,

Now with respect to the hydrant ren-
tal, Januuey 1, 1862 the eity owed the
company 17,000, nnd tho company
owed £#5,0005 coupons due that day, $12,000;
additional eoupons would becomo duo et
ruury 2, 1302 upon the originnl #00,000 mort-
gace, The vompany was regquired by the
terms of this mortgage to ereato a sinking
funda in anvual iostallments, At that time
aggrogating 20,000, No demund bad been
mudo for this fund and both Mr. Undoerwood
and Mr. Venuer had told me long befors the
prasent quarrel storted that they did wou in-
tend to comply with it as it wis not deemed
necessary, the works having inereased
enormonsly in extent und vale and £400,000
of the consolidguted bonds having boon de-
posited with the trustee, which eould be sold
ns  regaired  for sinking  fund  purposes
or for payment of the bonds al or
bofore  maturity, The hyuraut rental
(oviginally  £1,000 per annum)  was
pledged 10 secure the bouds, coupbus and
ainking fund, aud thoe trustén was suthorized
to colleer ana receipt for the same, but the
compuny did wor surrendor its right to col
leet  or  the eity agreo to pay it to
the trustee, ‘T'he practice has always bean
for the company to collect ol tho eity ana
pay Its own colpons,

Mre. Underwood appeirred in Omahitshortly
before Junuary 1. Alter the city coutieil bnd
allowed the bill he served wvotice on the
public officials (reprasenting bimself as agent
nnd attorney for the trustos) that the money
ba puia to tho trustes for the sinking fund
réquirements and thoe Febroary, 1502, cou
pons.  After investigating the mutter the
city olioials paid the sum to the company
upon the recoipt of the superintendent, Mp.
Hunt, who had collected it for several yeoors
pnst. The company owed the Omahn Na-
tionsl bunk o balance of &,000 upon & nolo
of the cnrnrunp for 15,000, andorsed by Me,
Underwood and dve and protosted for non-
payment October O 1801, which 1t was im-
perative sivuld boe paid,  1Pour thonsand dol-
lurs of the amount received from the city

wins  usad  with  other funds to  pay
that note, and  the boluneos,  $86000,
wis used to pny tho coupnine
which  wero  due, Mr., Veoner lhad

areanged to huve the balaonce of the 895,000
counons, excopt the #2500 which have since
been paid from the ineome, 1sken up and
carvled for s1x months, mostly at 6 per oent
futerest withont commission,  T'ho coupons
due ebruary £ have since been pald Trom
the income and no demand has been mude of
the compriy Tor the sinking fund,

Sinee 1 have beon essociated with M. Van-
ner in the manogemaont of the aifairs of the
compiny I have not been intluencad by him
ln apy way; neither he nor I bos drawn one
cant of compensation or any mpney for any
PUrpose exeent to psy our actuanl legivhinute
ox punses when abzont from home upon the
compuny’s business,

I submit the fnots withont argument and
without wopy oriteism upon the action of tne
Lonorable court or of the publication wad,
The Iatter it spemed to me would give the
publie, whoso confldence I desire to retain,
tho ympression that 1 had acted agalrst the
past intopests of tha compiny and hoad been
guilty of misappropristion of fuuds, neitner
of which is true.
